It was only of or about 2oth July last that 

the Philippine. Péso was in existence as far-as- 
the: Public were concerned, On that date the 
four Banks, each of whom helgphalf a million, 
were authorized to emit part of same. Before 
however that permission could be effective it 
was necessary that the public should come and 
buy. This ihey. did not do except in trifing 
amounts, nor could it be expected that they 
should. The retail houses, mostly Amedeanand 
Spanish, and private individuals, mostly Amerl> 
can officials, who kept their finances ona gold 
basis, were in the habit of using U. S, paper, 
and could hardly be expecied to give that up 
for si'ver coins as heavy as the Mexican, In 
fact they usually flatly refused to change their 
1), S. Currency accounts fo P. Pesos. Only at 

—~——_——nd-oL Octobertast were P,Peso silver certifi- 
cates issued. which gave those who had 
hitherto used U. S. Currency, and the increas- 
ing number of retailers who were on a gold 
basis, an inducement to use the new coin, 

During the later months of last year great 
progress has been made in its use, as far as 
Banking business in Manila is concerned, A 
large proportion of the Inans, overdrafts, ‘and 
fixed deposits are in that currency, and the 
current account work in. that money is increas- 
ing daily. The Government can easily satisfy 
themselves on that point by comparing the 
figures of the quarterly statements furnished 
by the Ranks to the Government for goth 
September, and 31st December Inst, Speaking 
for this Rank an increasing proportion of foreign 
exchange sold is pnid for in P, Pesos, 

Another yery important change has taven 

_ Piece in the past year, viz, about fifteen mil- 
lion Mexicans have Jeft the Islands voluntarily 
without working hardship or loss on anyone 
The rice prospects of the Istands this year are 
fortunately much more favourable, but there is 
No reason to suppose that a gond many more 
millions of Mexicans will not be exported 
against rice Importations Also the prospects 
of war between Japan and Russia form a very 
reat factor in the situation, Should war take 
place, Mexicans may be expected to goto a 
premium over P. "esos and of coursc leave the 
Islands. ; 

Another important step was_taken on 14th 
Inst. when the Import of Mexicans was pro- 
hibited, 

This course was recommended in writing by 
the four Exchange Bank Managers on or about 
Sth July last, besides on numerous occasions 
verbally before and since that date. However, 
as was.stated by the Government‘at the delay, 
the current having been outward all 1903 and 
legislation might possibly have tended to check 
ft. 

It would be reasonnble to consider that all

This act proposes that six months 
after the Government may be.conceded to have 
launched their incomplete. scheme, the out- 
stending Spanish Filipina coing, and Mexicans 
then in the hands of the people, will be subject 
to partial confiscation, It is, true. that sitce 
tet January it has been possible for the public 
to change their Spanish Filipino coins with the 
Government, but on most days at very much, 
worse than the. market rate, 
For the Mexicans not even that is:conceded, |, 
and the interior oative will have to dispose of 

his coins, if he is able to at all to itinerant 

Chinese at ruinous rates, Such an Act put in 

force so soon would be equivalent to depriving 

aman of his pr-perty with due process of Taw. 

In view of the above I strongly urge that the 
consideration of the pronoged Act be postponed 
for at least six months, By that time it wi'l be 
tnown whether an expor! of Mexicans has 
taken place or may be expected, this year, If 
auch should be the case, it would help on the 
situation by natural means, without loss, {n- 
convenience, or harm'te anyone, Also by that 
time it is probable that the bulk of the Spanish 
Filipino coins will have been redeemed. As to 
what proportion of them will be retired, largely 
depends upon the Government rate of con- 
version, When these latter coins no longer 
figure to any extert in focal currency, and the 
latter practically consists of Mexicans, it will 
be easier to deal with Local Currency, At 
present any drastic legislation levelled at Local 
Currency fn general, but at Mexicans’ in 
particular, would te very likely to ‘cause |’ 
one of these coins (to go 'o a varying 
premium over the other. Anything of that sort 
would cause very great inconvenience and 
tronble, and retard rather thon help matters. 

To those who urge the speedy pass'ng of the 
proposed Inw in deference to the Inrgely 
fictitious outery about the alleged “currency 
muddle" it may be sald that there is nothing 
now to prevent such persons in Manila, Eloilo 
or Cebu from putting their finances ona P. 
Peso basis and keeping them there. 

What has been the very greatest hindrance 
to the circulation of the new currency, has 
heer, and still |s, the impnssibilty of getting 
full valve for it. in «a very many cases it hav- 
ing to be paid away as equal to the same 
number af Mexicans. The actinn of the 
Government re Local Currency salaries, and 
taxes, has not tended to solve that phase of the 
diffientty. That is another reason in favour 
of postponing for at feast six months the 
consideration of the proposed new law, By 
thdt time the difficulty above mentinned may 
have lirgely disappeared’ to the great encour: 
agement of the use of the new currency. 

As Tam aware that all suggestions from the 
Panks are looker! upon as ‘nterested, I would 
here remark that the money this Bank holds is 
against Its liabilities, and is not private capital. 
After collecting our advances, and paying off 
our focal currency liabilities we should br 
square. 

The only statesmanlike way to solve the 
currency question, is to change all the loc+l 
Currency in the Islands for P, Pesos at par, 
giving atime limit of say six months fnr the 
operation, Any currency not changed by that 
date to be taken over at its bullion valve, The

GOLD MINES. 
——o——

Port Swettenham at noon en the following day 
in time to catch the midday train (a Kuala 
Lumpur, staying one nigh’ there, nd nroceed- 
ing an to Kuala Kubu next day.

We met there with the utmost hospita ity, 
and could not have received greater courtesy 
ar kindness in every way, Were immensely 
interested in the new ‘mpravements now being 
eff-c'ed with regard to the convenience of the 
mire, and examined the presert machinery and 
the mnde of operation with intense satisfaction. 
Saw hundreds of Chinese working at solid min- 
ing andthe material thas extracted, being thrown 
into enormous crushing machines, crushed to 
the size of nuts the stone was stamped by large 
iron feet called gold stamps. From these 
stamps, it fell into receivers, and being can. 
verted into fine powder, was mixed with quick- 
silver, which absorbs any grain ofgold, These 
are again w shed through a screen of 120 holes 
to'n square inch. 


Many other processes are, of course, cone 
through before the sali bars of gold which re- 
side in an iron safe ate. obtainable in. their 
present size and form, 

‘The assaying room was a point of onterest 
and in itis to be seen one of the daintiest 
modern weighing machines. Dainty, inasmuch 
as residing under a glass case, and so excluded 
from dust, it can weigh a human hair with 
exactitttde. Trying the experiment fr mecurio- 
sity, a short human hair weighed jast the four 
thousand partof a grain, Again, seeing 500 
grains of gold melted with cabonate of soda and 
borax, (useful household goods) and oxide o* 
lead and formed into a kind of lead pellets in 
the bottom ofa crucible intermixed with silver 
and gold, and the final smeling in another 
furnace, and then finished with nitric acid, 
were (ull of genuine interest even to the cast] 
visitor, whose ignorance might be unlimited. 

The absenceof coal gasesand noisomesmoke, 
combined with steam, wa: a pleasant surp ise 
“verything is worked by elec ticity, brought 
down from a tremendous waterfall about thirty 
miles distant. The motor power is perfect 
even exceeding what is at present needed, 
but ready for use in the near future when 
further preparations are completed, The size 
of the neat little motor which worked the 
machines in the building itself was a cause of 
na small astonishment. As for the smithy 
it is no longer that delightsome place loved by 
children in the home countries, and the theme 
of Longfellow's poem, but the regular un- 
ceasing throb of electricity.
